Cuicaeo, Oct. 7.—Under a leaden 
sky, from which the rain bad been 
falling at fmtervala during the day, 
with asharp wind blowing across the 
lake) and city; in the presence of a 
great throng who braved the elements ; 
amid the booming of cannon from the 
government - vessels off shore; the 
screaming of.gtiistles from the ship- 
ping; tbe resounding strains of the 
“Star Spangled Banner,” played by 
many. bands; with regiments of fed- 
eral and State troops at “present 
arms,”’’*while‘the Grand Army ‘veter- 
ans and civic societies clustered about, 
the heroic bronze statue of the late 
General Ulysses 8. Grant, upon a 
magnificent granite ! pedestal, span- 
ning the roadway at the top of the 
hill, looking toward the lake, was un- 
vei'ed. To the multitude present the 
great silent figure from the saddle, 
looking steadily across the broad ex- 
panse of waves, seemed as if again in 
life, and heedless of the excitement of | 
the excited throng about him, was 
scanning the horizon for the enemies 
of the land which in God’s providence 
he had been called to majestically de-| 
fend.

It bas been known that Parnell'®as 
not enjoying the’ Best ‘of health’fop 
years, and it has been noticed and 
widely commented upon tbat since 
the O’Shea divorc¥ developments and 
political trouble came upon bim, the 
great Irish member of Parliament had 
gronp thinner and that he perceptibly 
aged in appearanda, jut nobody ex- 
pected to hear of’ his death, and no 
inkling as to bis illness had reached 
the newpapers. 

Only at this hour—1 o’clock pr. m.— 
has it beeg possible to obtain the de- 
taile regarding his death. He died 
at hig home, Walsingbam Tersace, 
Brighton, at 11:30 o’clock yestesday 
evening. 

His death is said to have been in- 
directly due to a chill caught last. 
week, which at first was not regarded. 
as serious. Parnell, however, grew 
worse, and physicians were called in, 


_with the result that the patient was 


ordered to take to bed. This was 
Friday last, and from that time Par- 
nell lost strength and finally suc- 
cam bed. 

The exact nature of his disease is 
not known at present. From the day 
he took tw his bed, however, the state 
of Parnell’s health was such as to 
necessitate the constant attention of 
two physicians, but in spite of their 
incessant and untiring efforts to pro- 
long or save the life of Parnell, he 
gradually sank lower and lower, until 
he expired in the arms of Mrs. Par- 
nell, who is utterly prostrated by the 
shock.

the foundation of an industrial | 
empire. They had no more imar-| 
ket than Nevada, avd no beer 
means of contmunication with out- 
side people. In fact,they bad less, 
for in addition to the consumption 
of the farming population we have 
large miuves aud many mouths to 
feed in parts of the State where 
nothing can be raised. 

The cry that they cannot eell 
everythiag they raise has Applied 
wi.h equal force to every country 
that ever has been settled. I[t was 
true of Illinois and of California, 
and both of those States lost mil- 
lions of dollars worth of produce 
before lines were made to market. 

But the country that raises to 
little is the poorer country, not the 
one that raises to mach. If people 
came to Nevada and supplied their 
own Aants from a little farm, sim-

Few people know that the bright biuish- 
green color of the ordinary teas ta 
the windows is not the natural Un- 
pleasant as the fact miay be, it is nevertheless 
artificial; Prussian djué.ailica, gypsum, 
plumbago, and other unbealthful mineral 
colors being used for this purpose Theeffect 
is twofold. It not only maxes the tea a bright, 
shiny, attractive green, but also permits the 
use of * off-color” and worthless teas, which, 
once wnder the green cloak, are readily 
worked off as a good quality of tea. Theabom- 
inable coloring practice even admits of the 
use of foreign substances, and the English 
government, which looks closer into the gen- 
ulneness of its staples than ours, has in some 
of the alleged “ finest” of teas found redried 
leaves, straw, fragments of matting, rice- 
husks, and willow leaves. In fact, it is openly 
stated by an English authority that hundreds 
of thousands of pounds of sloe, ash, and wil- 
low leaves aré annudlly imported as tea, 
which witheut the coléring procésd would be 
im possible, They repOrt tes as oneo! the most 
notoriously adulterated articles of commenrve. 
The temptation to make sweepings and bad 
tea intoa merchantable produgt with a few 
cents’ worth of green coloring matter {s teo 
strong to withstand, and the worthiessness of 
the trash that often finds its way to thiemar- 
ket labeled “New Crop,” “ Best Quality,” 
“Green Tea,” etc., would simply astound the 
public if revealed, to say nothing of the un- 
healthfulness of the Prussian blue, plum- 
bago, gypsum, and the other mineral colors 
that are employed. 

- Bleck Teas. 


The basket and pan-fired Japan teas, as well 
as the China teas that may be included under 
the general heading of “ black teas,” get thejr 
color from the firlug of foasting process, bus 
mineral coloring matter is also frequently 
used te give a certain desired commercial 
appearance. The firing and the coloring, as 
in the green teas, largely conceals the iden- 
tity of the tea, and permits the use of the 
very cheapest teas, to argue nothing[for the 
deteriorating effect of excessive firing, Jwhickh 
must be resorted to when a very cheap pro® 
uct is used and an extreme color desired.
